THE number of allegations against 
Cambridgeshire police has risen by 
more than 150 in a single year - and 
the overall number of complaints is 
also on the increase. 

The figures have been revealed in 
the latest Independent Police Com¬ 
plaints Commission (IPCC) report, 
which presents figures on complaints 
and allegations recorded against the 
police in England and Wales during 
2016/17. 

These complaints, made by mem¬ 
bers of the public, relate to the con¬ 
duct of people serving with the po¬ 
lice, or to the direction and control of 
a police force. There can be a number 
of allegations within any single com¬ 
plaint. 

The report says the force had 367 
complaints in 2015/2016, with 90 per 
cent recorded by officers within 10 
working days. This rose to 383 com¬ 
plaints in 2016/2017, with 91 per cent 
recorded by officers within 10 work¬ 
ing days. 

The number of allegations dealt 
with by police rose considerably, from 


751 in 2015/2016 to 909 in 2016/2017. 

Of the allegations recorded in 
2016/2017,197 were dealt with by an 
investigation, 42 were withdrawn, 20 
were dealt with ‘by disapplication’, 
four were discontinued and 536 were 
dealt with by local resolution. 

In response to the report, Detective 
Superintendent Amanda Bell, head 
of the Bedfordshire, Cambridge¬ 
shire and Hertfordshire Professional 
Standards Department (PSD), said: 
“It is always disappointing when 
somebody is unhappy with the ser¬ 
vice they have received or how they 


feel they have been treated by a po¬ 
lice officer or a member of staff. 

“We take complaints very seriously 
and will always listen to and take 
heed of those who come forward to 
report any dissatisfaction or wrong¬ 
doing. 

“While there has been an increase 
in the number of complaints received 
by Cambridgeshire police, it is en¬ 
couraging to know that members of 
the public feel confident in reporting 
concerns to us. We want the public 
and our own employees to feel con¬ 
fident about raising concerns about 


the conduct of our officers and staff. 

“We will always ensure that com¬ 
plaints are considered in line with the 
current complaint system and com¬ 
ply with the guidance from the Inde¬ 
pendent Police Complaints Commis¬ 
sion to ensure our recording regime is 
open and transparent. 

“Where necessary and appropri¬ 
ate, officers and staff will be held to 
account. It is also very important that 
both individuals and the force learn 
from any mistakes. 

“Her Majesty’s Inspectorate of 
Constabulary (HMIC) are content 
with our recording of public com¬ 
plaints and have praised the integrity 
with which this is conducted. They 
were also pleased and content with 
the proportion of complaints that we 
seek to deal with by means of local 
resolution.” 

Overall, police forces across the 
country recorded a total of 34,103 
complaint cases in 2016/17 - a num¬ 
ber similar to 2015/16. In 2016/17, 
the number of allegations nationwide 
recorded fell by one per cent - with a 
total of 63,752 allegations recorded. 

Statistical bulletins from the IPCC 
are released four times a year for eve¬ 
ry police force.

City’s high street defies 
the post-Brexit decline

ELY has defied the post- 
Brexit slump to have one of 
the best performing high 
streets in the UK, say indus¬ 
try experts. 

Just 1.4 per cent of its 
shops were empty in the first 
half of 2017, according to the 
Local Data Company (LDC), 
making it one of the best 
performers in Britain. The 
vacancy rate was the same 
as in the first half of 2016. 

It comes as the number of 
new shops opening across 
the UK dropped by 84 per 
cent in April to June 2017, 
compared to the same quar¬ 
ter in 2016, according to a 
report from LDC. 

Part of Ely’s success has 
been put down to its wealth 
of independent shops. In¬ 
dependent businesses have 
generated a massive 89 per 
cent of the net growth in 
shop numbers since the first 
half of 2013. 



All-age tax 
for graduates 
proposed 

STUDENTS who attended university 
free should start paying towards the 
cost of their degree, according to a 
research paper. 

The new study calls for the 
introduction of a new "all-age 
graduate tax" paid by everyone 
who has a degree, regardless of 
when they studied or how much 
it cost them. The proposal would 
help to cut what today's students 
pay to go to university and increase 
funds raised for the public purse, 
according to the authors. 

The study comes at a time when 
student tuition fees, which now 
stand at up to £9,250 a year, are 
firmly back in the spotlight, with 
concerns about issues such as value 
for money and spiralling pay for 
university bosses. 

Researchers at the Centre for 
Research on Learning and Life 
Chances at the UCL Institute of 
Education set out proposals for a 
graduate tax, which they suggest 
is a mid-point between the current 
fees and loans system and a Labour 
Party General Election pledge to 
scrap tuition fees. 

Under the current system, 
students can get government- 
backed loans to cover their tuition 
and living costs, which they begin 
paying back once they are earning 
more than £21,000 a year.

While many high streets 
across the UK are filled with 
empty stores, with one in 
four unoccupied, Ely is a 
haven for independent busi¬ 
nesses.

Arsonists drive car into haystack 


A CAR was driven into 
400 tonnes of hay before 
being set alight near 
Mepal on Monday. 

Police and fire crews 
attended the scene of 
the arson attack in which 
thousand of pounds 
worth of hay went up in 
smoke. 

Police are now 
warning people to be 
vigilant against repeat 
attacks. 

PCSO Ian Hawkins 
said: “It appears to 
have been a deliberate 
ignition following a 
vehicle being driven into 
the stack and set alight. 


“Straw stack fires can 
be very dangerous for 
nearby buildings. The 
potential for further 
ignitions in the nearby 
vicinity is often very high 
given how easily the 
embers can be carried 
on the wind, not to 
mention the value of the 
stacks which can run into 
the thousands of pounds. 

“Please ensure that 
you are remaining 
vigilant around any 
stacks that may be in 
your area and let us 
know if you see any 
suspicious people or 
vehicles."

THE mother of Corrie McKeague re¬ 
traced the last-known steps of her son 
one year on from the night he went 
missing. 

The 23-year-old airman disap¬ 
peared on September 24 last year af¬ 
ter a night out with friends in Bury St 
Edmunds. 

Supported by Corrie’s brothers, 
Makeyan and Darroch, mum Nicola 
Urquhart walked her son’s final route 
through the town on Sunday and re¬ 
counted the details of his final move¬ 
ments. 

Dozens of friends and supporters 
joined her on the emotional journey 
as she made a plea for people with any 
new information to come forward. 

Nicola said that the idea for the 
walkabout was agreed upon three 
weeks ago when the family decided to 
mark the anniversary of Corrie’s dis¬ 
appearance with a “proactive” event. 

“I hope it will bring information 
out,” she said. “That’s been the whole 
purpose of this.” 

“To hear people saying T didn’t re¬ 
alise that’, to know that people’s at¬ 
tention is focused on the facts of that 
night - hopefully that will bring for¬ 
ward information.” 

For over an hour Nicola walked

Emotional journey for missing airman's family 


through town, explained Corrie’s ac¬ 
tivities the night he went missing and 
answered questions from members 
of the public. 

Many supporters shared words of 
encouragement and embraced Cor¬ 
rie’s mother, while others brought 
gifts for the family. 

Paul and Julie Stammers, whose 
son is an ex-serviceman, travelled up 
from their home in Kent to show their 
support for Corrie’s family. 

“We wanted to go and have a look 
to see the route that he was on and 
show support to Nicola and the boys,” 
said Paul. 

“I could just see my son being in the 
same position. Somebody just doesn’t 
disappear off the planet. There’s got 
to be answers somewhere.” 

Mother-of-two Rebecca Watts, of 
Burwell, also followed Nicola through 
the streets of Bury St Edmunds. 

“I’ve got two boys so it really reso¬ 
nates with me,” she said. “Someone 
knows where he is. It’s really a case of 
reminding people that he’s missing.” 

The crowd of supporters were 
taken from the Flex nightclub on St 
Andrews Street South, where Corrie 
was separated from his friends, and 
past Pizza Mamma Mia in St Andrews 


Street North where he bought takea¬ 
way food. 

The airman was then caught on 
CCTV walking on to Brentgovel Street 
near The Grapes pub, eating his food, 
before he took a nap for about two 
hours in the doorway of Hughes Elec¬ 
trical Store nearby. 

Corrie walked past the junction of 
St Johns Street to a refuse collection 
area behind Greggs, known as the 
horseshoe area. 

Corrie’s brother Makeyan, said he 
was “extremely grateful” to all the 
people who had shown support to his 
family over the past year. 

“These people - we need them,” 
he said. “Their support keeps things 
moving. The main goal is to try and 
get people to think about Corrie and 
that night to try and see if someone 
remembers something. 

Makeyan said it was a “difficult” 
day, but he was trying to “stay posi¬ 
tive.” 

Alongside the walkabout, police of¬ 
ficers leading the investigation into 
Corrie’s disappearance set up a ‘po¬ 
lice pod’ in town for people to view 
CCTV footage of the airman’s final 
steps. 

Following her tour of Corrie’s 


last route Nicola said she was feel¬ 
ing “much better” than she had 
expected. 

“This morning I felt sick about hav¬ 
ing to walk around this route on this 
day. I wasn’t looking forward to it, but 
I’m so glad we’ve done it. 

“We’ve been thinking about this for 
months, of what to do. Nothing felt 
right. I didn’t want to simply remem¬ 
ber Corrie today. We wanted to do 
something positive. It’s about doing 
something proactive.” 

Since Corrie’s disappearance, girl¬ 
friend April Oliver has given birth to 
his daughter Ellie-Louise. 

Nicola said her granddaughter’s ar¬ 
rival had given the family “a future to 
look forward to”. 

“She’s part of Corrie,” she ex¬ 
plained. “We can see Corrie in her. 
It’s given us a future that still includes 
Corrie. 

“Something has happened to Cor¬ 
rie, we just need to find out what hap¬ 
pened. We’re still desperately looking 
for information. It’s about making 
people know the facts. 

“He’s somewhere and I can’t see 
how we’re not going to get that final 
link at some point. 

“I won’t stop trying until we do.”

The future of 
Uber drivers 

TRANSPORT for London has banned 
Uber potentially putting 40,000 
drivers out of work and denying 3.5 
million Londoners the freedom to use 
them. 

Cambridge City Council says: 

"Uber currently holds a one year 
private hire operator licence with 
the council until December. The 
council is responsible for licensing 
all Hackney carriage, private hire, 
taxi proprietors and operators in 
Cambridge." 

It said: "We will look closely at 
the detail of TfL's decision and the 
likely appeal Uber has indicated it 
will lodge against that decision before 
considering Uber's operator licence 
in Cambridge, and whether that 
licence should be renewed or not." 

I spent five years as a self- 
employed Cambridge private hire car 
owner driver with no right to sick pay, 
holiday pay or a guarantee of work, I 
had to pay a 25 per cent fee for jobs 
from the Taxi Office. 

Drivers worked a 72-hour week 
and I suspect the same is true today. 

Drivers had to pay for a medical, 
police check, annual licence, council 
vehicle test, car costs, maintenance 
and public liability insurance before 
having any income. 

The GMB union wants to represent 
private hire drivers:"We're standing 
up for members who are being 
denied basic workers' rights by taking 
the fight to Uber. GMB also has a 
Labour Candidates Programme." 

The only way taxi drivers will have 
their incomes guaranteed is to reduce 
the number of licences issued, restrict 


the availability of taxis for the public 
and reduce the total number of jobs 
for drivers!

Safety fear after 
lorry hits shop

PART of a Polish delicatessen in Soham was 
at risk of collapsing after a lorry smashed 
into it, according to police. 

The crash happened at about 11.15am last 
Thursday in the town’s Churchgate Street. 

A large truck struck the side of the shop 
on the corner of the street after turning from 
nearby White Hart Lane. 

Police cordoned off the road and sur¬ 
rounding area while officers ushered people 
away from the scene. 

A structural engineer was called out after 
debris was left strewn across the street, with 
a large chunk of the shop’s frontage missing. 

Men in hard hats were seen climbing a lad¬ 
der to inspect the damage to the building. 

A spokesman for Cambridgeshire Con¬ 
stabulary said: “A lorry crashed into a house 
in Churchgate Street, Soham, at about 
11.15am. 

“No one was injured but part of the build¬ 
ing is at risk of collapse so a structural engi¬ 
neer was needed.” 

The police spokesman later confirmed 
that no arrests had been made following the 
crash. 

A neighbour living nearby claimed it was 
the third time such a crash had happened in 


just a fortnight. The neighbour, who did not 
want to be named, told the News : “The sat 
nav sends them down here and they don’t re¬ 
ally read the signs. 

“God knows why there’s so many lorries 
when we have the bypass. I appreciate they 
have to make deliveries.” 

The owners of the shop declined to com¬ 
ment.

This year the church’s na¬ 
tivity donkey Daisy, was ‘in¬ 
terviewed’ by Canon Vicky 
lohnson, to highlight the 
important work done by the 
Donkey Sanctuary to im¬ 
prove animal welfare world¬ 
wide.

“It also says something 
profound about the Chris¬ 
tian faith to those who are 
perhaps unfamiliar with 
church. 

“There are some who think 
such services are just a ‘gim¬ 
mick’, but at Ely the annual 
Animal Service is a vital part 
of our mission and out¬ 
reach strategy and a means 
of reaching out to the local 
community.” 

As to whether animals 
have souls, she said: “We 
would say that all creatures 
are a part of God’s creation. 
We believe in the wholeness 
of God’s creation and that 
one day there will be a new 
creation where this 
world is subsum 
into God’s love. 

“I think to 
mine down 
into the spe¬ 
cifics of souls 
confuses the 
big issue that 
we celebrate ‘the 
whole of creation’ 
as it is, connected. 

“That is what we are 
doing in the animal service, 
we are celebrating all things 
that God has made. 

“We pray that all the time 
that we commend the souls 
of the departed to God’s love. 
In the animal service we val¬ 
ue creation now and when 
there is the ‘new creation’ we 
believe we will be created in 
eternal life. 

When asked, if she thought

animals can go to heaven 
if they are ‘bad’, she said: 
“I don’t think broadly that 
[heaven and hell] is how we 
would talk about things any¬ 
more. We believe in a loving 
God. 

“Animals are created as in¬ 
nocents. I don’t think an ani¬ 
mal goes out intending to do 
harm. 

“If something happens, 
an animal is just attempting 
to survive. I don’t think they 
have a kind of vengeance. 

“I think maybe that is the 
difference between animals 
and humans, because hu¬ 
mans have much more of a 
cognitive awareness of what 
they might be doing.” 

When asked why is it im¬ 
portant to worship animals, 
she said: “It’s good to 
ask questions. Any 
^ event celebrat¬ 
ing animals and 
creation opens 
up much big- 
1 ger questions 
;; about what it 
means to be a 
human being. 
“If you are 
interested in the 
environment and 
the natural world there 
is research to say animals are 
actually much more sentient 
than we ever thought they 
were, and that’s the side we 
are celebrating in the pet ser¬ 
vice.

Severed head 
man possibly 
killed by train 


THE mystery of a man’s sev¬ 
ered head found in a skip in 
Cambridgeshire continues 
to baffle police - but he may 
have been killed by a train. 

The head was found in a 
quarry in Mepal, near Ely 
on May 16 last year and the 
trail of evidence led police to 
search a site in Mill Road in 
Sharnbrook, Bedfordshire, 
around 50 miles away from 
where workers made the 
grisly discovery. 

Officers believe the head 
could have been lodged in 
a nearby bridge in Bedford¬ 
shire for more than 10 years 
before coming loose when 
the structure was cleaned. 

Detectives have been 
working with specialists 
from the Natural History 
Museum and an odontolo- 
gist - a medical professional 
trained in the identification

of unknown human remains 
- to determine who the man 
was and when he died. 

Specialists believe the man 
was aged between 30 and 50 
at the time of his death. 

But it could have been as 
long ago as the 1960s, al¬ 
though experts believe it is 
more likely to have occurred 
about 10 years ago. 

Police believe the death 
may have been the result 
of an accident in which the 
man was hit by a train. 

A post-mortem examina¬ 
tion came back inconclu¬ 
sive, and the cause of death 
remains unknown. 

A Cambridgeshire police 
spokeswoman confirmed on 


Tuesday that there was no 
major breakthrough in the 
investigation and it remains 
ongoing. 

Officers believe the head 
may have been lodged 
somewhere along the struc¬ 
ture of the bridge in Sharn¬ 
brook, Bedfordshire and, 
after it was cleaned, was 
dislodged and found its way 
into the skip, eventually be¬ 
ing deposited at the quarry 
in Mepal. 

Investigations have not 
shown any DNA matches. 

Police continue to appeal 
for information.

‘Lack of evidence to back 
children’s centres plans’

THERE is a ‘lack of clear evidence’ to 
support proposals to scrap 19 dedi¬ 
cated children’s centres across Cam¬ 
bridgeshire in a bid to save £1 million, 
according to Cambridge City Council. 

The city council has formally re¬ 
sponded to a public consultation on 
Cambridgeshire County Council’s 
proposed review of children’s centre 
services, which includes the potential 
closure of four centres in Cambridge. 

A public consultation has been un¬ 
dertaken regarding plans to “redesign” 
children’s services in a bid to help 
reach more families across the county. 

Currently there are 40 designated 
children’s centres across the county de¬ 
livered by the county council, schools 
and voluntary organisations. 

Cllr Richard Johnson, the city’s exec¬ 
utive councillor for communities, has 
sent a letter to the county after listen¬ 
ing to the views of local people, which 
outlines the city council’s formal re¬ 
sponse to proposals. The letter stresses 
the council’s views that: 

• Children’s centres play an impor¬ 
tant role in ensuring families and chil¬ 


dren in Cambridge can thrive and have 
the best start 

• There is a lack of clear evidence in 
the consultation paper to support the 
rationale for the proposals 

• The impact of the proposals on 
communities, groups and areas of 
Cambridge, in particular those with 
high needs, is not clear 

• More detail is required on how cru¬ 
cial services would be provided follow¬ 
ing any proposed changes - changes 
that may include the closure of chil¬ 
dren’s centres - before final decisions 
are made. 

Cllr Johnson said: “I acknowledge 
the financial pressure that Cam¬ 


bridgeshire County Council, like all 
local authorities, is under due to re¬ 
ductions in central grant funding from 
Government. 

“Nevertheless, it is paramount the 
needs of families and children are met 
in the city. 

“Given the lack of a clear and robust 
evidence base to justify the proposals, 
the public may conclude that the sug¬ 
gested closure of centres, and absence 
of information as to how services will 
be provided if those centres close, will 
ultimately have a negative impact on 
those families and children who cur¬ 
rently use them. 

“As a result, more information 


should be made available to decision 
makers before a final judgement is 
made by councillors on these propos¬ 
als - to either accept, amend or reject 
them completely.” 

A petition launched previously call¬ 
ing for a full council debate on the is¬ 
sue has now gathered more than 3,000 
signatures - the number needed to 
trigger the debate. 

In response to the city council’s 
claims, a Cambridgeshire County 
Council spokesman said: “Our pro¬ 
posals are about making sure every 
child thrives in Cambridgeshire. We 
want people to access services where 
they live when they need them most 
and our plans will create a flexible ap¬ 
proach, which prioritises services over 
buildings. 

“Our flexible approach will involve a 
range of services including family and 
child centres, zones, outreach activi¬ 
ties supported by an effective online 
offer and this will help us meet the 
challenge of providing adaptable ser¬ 
vices for a growing county. 

“All consultation feedback will be 
carefully considered and put into a re¬ 
port that will be discussed by the Chil¬ 
dren and Young People Committee in 
October.” 


Under the 
proposals: 

THERE are 40 designated 
children’s centres delivered 
by the county council, 
schools and voluntary 
organisations. 

The plans to “change 
the use or re-designate” 19 
children’s centre buildings 
across Cambridgeshire 
to provide additional early 
years provision. 

Council chiefs instead 
hope to create a network 
of 10 ‘Children and Family 
Centres’ over 15 sites across 
the five districts - Cambridge 
City, South Cambs, East 
Cambs, Huntingdonshire 
and Fenland. 

A council agenda 
document reads: “We 
are proposing that some 
children’s centres would 
no longer be needed as 
children’s centres. 

“We would look to re¬ 
designate these spaces 
to meet other needs of 
families in the area including 
childcare provision, 
community use and 
wherever possible ongoing 
pop-up provision. 

Children’s centres in East 
Cambridgeshire that could 
be ‘redesignated’ include 
Sutton and Bottisham. 

In Cambridge it includes 
Romsey Mill, Fawcett, 
Homerton and Cherry 
Hinton.

Do eyes and stomach hold 
key in Alzheimer’s battle? 

We aim to identify the 
earliest changes that 
take place in the brain 
following a traumatic 
brain injury to see if we 
could stop them triggering 
subsequent changes that 
could lead to dementia

PIONEERING dementia scientists 
in Cambridgeshire are to research 
whether the eyes and the stomach 
could hold secrets behind finding 
new treatments to Alzheimer’s. 

It has been announced £1.75 mil¬ 
lion has been given to Alzheimer’s 
Research UK to investigate new ways 
to diagnose, treat and reduce the risk 
of the condition. 

Among a number of projects, the 
money will be used to look at wheth¬ 
er early signs are found in the eyes 
and if a protein involved in dementia 
could originate in the gut. 

Alzheimer’s disease is the most 
common cause of dementia, affect¬ 
ing 500,000 people in the UK. 

The Cambridgeshire-based charity 
has funded more than £16 million of 
research in Cambridge since it was 
founded 25 years ago. 

The £1.75 million of new funding 
will help improve understanding of 
dementia and drive progress towards 
ways to diagnose, treat and reduce 
the risk of the condition. 

The funding comes after the News 
shared the heartbreaking story of 
Becky Barletta, a 32-year-old ski in¬ 
structor who was diagnosed with de¬ 
mentia in the ‘youngest case a doctor

had ever seen’. 

New projects awarded funding in¬ 
clude: 

• Nearly £800,000 for investigating 
whether internet counselling and 
other web-based support could help 
people make lifestyle changes to re¬ 
duce their dementia risk; 

• £100,000 for a study that will 
measure the magnetic signature of 
the brain to identify the early signs of 
Alzheimer’s disease; 

• A £419,456 study using brain 
scans to find the brain changes that 
underlie visual hallucinations in de¬ 
mentia with Lewy bodies; 

• Nearly £50,000 for a project that 
aims to identify early signs of Alzhei¬ 
mer’s through the eye; 

• More than £18,000 for sensitive 
new equipment to measure protein 
changes involved in different forms 
of dementia; 

• Nearly £30,000 to test the idea 
that a protein involved in dementia 
could originate in the gut. 

Prof Michael Coleman from Cam¬ 
bridge University secured a grant of 


nearly £50,000 for research to under¬ 
stand the links between brain injury 
and dementia. 

Prof Coleman, who ran in the 
Chariots of Fire event in Cambridge 
this month to raise money for Alz¬ 
heimer’s Research UK, said: “From 
traffic accidents to collision sports, 
millions of people around the world 
experience head injuries every year. 

“While these events can result in 
immediate damage to the brain, evi¬ 
dence suggests they could also have 
significant effects in the longer-term. 


Recent research has pointed towards 
traumatic brain injury as a probable 
risk factor for dementia in later life. 

“While studies have shed light on 
higher rates of dementia in people 
who sustain these injuries, we don’t 
fully understand how these events 
set dementia-causing processes in 
motion. 

“We aim to identify the earliest 
changes that take place in the brain 
following a traumatic brain injury, 
to see if we could stop them from 
triggering subsequent changes that 



could lead on to dementia. 

“We are very grateful to Alzhei¬ 
mer’s Research UK for this funding 
and we hope to shed new light on 
this important link.” 

Dr Rosa Sancho, head of research 
at Alzheimer’s Research UK, said 
Cambridge is a leading centre for 
dementia research and the range of 
projects the charity is funding in the 
city reflects the breadth of expertise 
scientists are bringing to bear to tack¬ 
le diseases like Alzheimer’s. 

She said: “We are very pleased to 
be supporting the innovative re¬ 
search of scientists like Prof Coleman 
and his team. By unravelling an im¬ 
portant risk factor for dementia, his 
research could help shed new light 
on the condition and identify new 
opportunities to help people at risk. 

“Dementia isn’t a normal part 
of ageing but the result of physical 
changes to the brain caused by dis¬ 
eases such as Alzheimer’s.

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I went straight from a 
kids' book to writing an 
adult stand-up show

D ARA O'BRIAIN loves the 
unusual, the quirky, the 
absurd - and this is clearly 
demonstrated in his first 
children's book, Beyond 
The Sky, about the weird and 
wonderful world of space. 

Unlike other comedians who 
have written books for children - 
David Walliams, Russell Brand, 
Julian Clary and Adrian 
Edmondson spring to mind - Dara 
has followed a different course, 
amusing nine- to 12-year-olds and 
curious adults with this dip-in treat 
of fabulous facts which should have 
the kids - and adults - laughing out 
loud. 

Did you know, for instance, that 
the European country astronauts 
always recognised at night was 
Belgium because it had a law that 
every road must be lit at night? 

Or that Russian astronauts used 
to urinate on their transfer bus 
tyres before boarding their rockets? 

These, and a host of other 
interesting facts about space, 
planets, astronauts and the stars, 
are featured in the book. 

Dara, 45, who is currently writing 
material for a forthcoming 
mammoth stand-up tour, says he 
didn't try the space material out on 
his own kids. 

“I never even thought of doing it 
for the same reason I don't try out 
new material on my wife,'' he says. 

"As a comedy performer you 
don't try out your jokes on the 
person nearest to you, because it 
wears them down and puts tension 
in the house.'' 

The book may at first sight seem 
a lighthearted look at space, but the 
fast-talking Irishman is a 
heavyweight when it comes to 
science. He studied mathematical 
physics at University College 
Dublin and yet gave up the chance 
of an academic career for stand-up 
comedy, which then 
expanded into TV 
presenting, hosting 
topical panel shows 
like Mock The Week 
as well as The 
Apprentice spin¬ 
off show, 

You're Fired. 

So, why 
didn't he 
choose a 


As TV presenter and comedian Dara 
O'Briain launches his first book for 
children, he talks to HANNAH 
STEPHENSON about his 
fascination with space, and reveals 
why he chose comedy as a career 


scientific career? 

"It was the sheer thrill 
of performance. It 
turned out, to my 
surprise, that I was a 
trouper, I wanted to be in 
front of an audience, 
which was a major 
surprise to me, because I 
wasn't a class clown or 
anything. 

"I stood in front of an 
audience at university 
doing debating and the 
laughs just created a surge inside. 

"Suddenly the dialogue felt good 
and created a rush. I still feel that 
now, but it takes more effort - three 
to six months of writing a two-hour 
show, but it's a more substantial 
kind of a feeling now. 

"I still get fidgety sitting in a 
theatre, and think I'd rather be in 
front of this crowd than in this 
crowd. That's a performer's thing.'' 

In the six-month gap between 
tours, he admits he becomes 
restless. 

"I'm happy to portray this as an 
appalling need for 
validation. I haven't 
been told 'I love you' 
< by strangers in a 
while, so I have to 
get out in front of a 
crowd.'' 

Yet he still gets 
nervous 




before a show. 

"You write the stuff 
when you are nervous 
and your brain goes 
into a different mode 
of flinging ideas out, 
so a lot of the show is 
predominantly written 
in previews, where 
you are standing in 
front of an audience 
with a half-formed 
idea. 

"There's no risk 

when you're sitting in a room with 
a piece of paper. But you have to 
stand in front of an audience at a 
gig with that piece of paper and an 
audience will quickly tell you if it's 
funny or not. 

"It's a strange process driven by 
failure and fear, and your brain 
panicking and delivering 
something funnier in 
the moment. 

"But you do get 
better at writing it, 
and develop a skill 
for it, like any 
writer.'' 

He may be 
reaching out to 
youngsters with this 
book, but he's given 
talks on stargazing at 
schools, including his 
own children's school, so he's fairly 
familiar with his audience. 

Switching from writing for 
children to writing for adults wasn't 
too arduous, he reflects. 

"I went straight from the book to 
writing a grown-up stand-up show. 

"That's a gear change. But when 
you start gigging, you have time to 
do other things - and I was a kids' 
TV presenter for a couple of years. 

"I used to do the live kids' 
programme at 5pm on RTE and

then hopped on a train to Cork to 
host a comedy club. Your brain 
switches from one to the other." 

The stand-up tour material is 
getting there, slowly, he says, and 
will feature Brexit - although he's 
steering clear of US President 
Donald Trump and North Korea. 

"When you're writing a stand-up 
show, you're writing it for a 
two-year tour. The same show will 
finish in Oslo in 2019 or in 
Melbourne in 2020. You can't do 
this week's Trump story. The 
subjects have to be strong enough 
to withstand being told 150 times. 

"Jokes which are funny the first 
60 times may become boring by the 
61st time. It's amazing how much 
stuff you shed over the course of a 
tour. You expand on material and 
find things within it which are 
different. 

"What might have 
once been a one-line 
observation 
becomes a longer 
piece with a 
jumping-off point 
in it." 

He's hoping to do 
another series of 
BBC2's Stargazing 
next year and is 
hosting another Robot 
Wars, but his The 
Apprentice: You're Fired! days - he 
left the show in 2014 - are definitely 
behind him. 

"I did five years and I'm very 
happy to hand it over to someone 
else. It was a fun show to do, but 
you can interview enough people 
in shiny suits who want to be on 
The Apprentice, and I think I had 
my fill with 84 of them."

time I was there to find out more 
about the dining offer across the 
parks and hotels.

It's jaw-droppingly good and 
the food simple and plentiful. It's 
quick service at lunch but incredibly 
popular so, if you want your prince 
or princess to experience it, best 
book as soon as reservations are 
open - 180 days before your hoiliday 
starts. 

No visit to the Magic Kingdom 
would be complete without witness¬ 
ing its night-time show of fireworks 
and projections played out against 
the backdrop of the castle. 

Happily Ever After is new this 
year, an interweaving of stories, 
clips and music.

much the fireworks cost. I was told, 
in true Disney style, you can't put a 
price on happiness. 

Neither can you put a price on a 
great lunch after a hard morning 
enjoying yourself Soarin' Around 
the World at Epcot. 

It's a well-established ride that's 
had an impressive reboot, a 
multi-passenger flight simulator 
which takes you on a thrilling aerial 
tour of the globe. 

Back on firm ground, our party 
stopped off in Japan for something 
to eat in the guise of Teppan Edo. 
Here, food was prepared tradition¬ 
ally just inches away from diners on 
a table side grill, our chef bringing 
drama and excitement courtesy of 
some sharp knives and sharper 
banter. 

I'm not hugely familiar with 
Japanese food but this was spectacu¬ 
lar. Little wonder some of the best 
Japanese chefs in the world work 
here but, again, demand is high and 
it's worth checking out the menu in 
advance to know what you're 
spending - another advantage to 
being on the Disney Dining plan.

request.

It is utterly beautiful and, for my 
money, now the gold standard in 
theme park rides. 

Earlier, we'd eaten at Boma -

Satu'lil 
Canteen meanwhile in The World of 
Avatar offered quick, efficient 
service and some great salads - 
perfect to load up on ahead of the 
park's new after dark entertainment, 
Rivers of Light.

DS 5 Performance Line 




Y OUNG upstarts often have 
something to teach us and to 
learn, and that's true of the DS 
5. 

The brand is just over five years 
old and came about by the desire of 
parent PSA to have a range which 
rekindles the chic of the first DS 
launched in 1955 as one of the 
Citroen luxury models. 

The DS 5, and soon-to-show DS 
7 face some very serious, longer 
established players. It is not possible 
to say if the DS 7 will pull it off, but 
for now the DS 5 is lacking and off 
the pace. 

Styling is always love it or leave it in 
the eyes of buyers but in the case of 
the mid-range DS 5 Performance Line 
we have been driving it's a case of 
style over sporting substance as well. 

The sweeping roofline over the 
four-door coupe-styled body looks 
like it will conceal occupants and it 
does. 

The high waistline and deep pillars 


to the windows create blindspots 
all round when driving and parking 
and you rely on sensors and cameras 
more than you should have to. 

The eight-strong DS 5 series 
comprises three trim levels - 
Elegance, Performance and Prestige 
- and a choice of 120, 150 or 180hp 
advanced diesel engine as well as a 
165 petrol with six-speed manual or 
automatic boxes. 

The over-reliance on diesels with 
their bad press, fuel and tax penalties 
may be hindering sales of DS 5. 

But the performance and economy 
of our 180 BlueHDi with its clever 
smooth six-speed auto/manual box 
was very good from our overall 
consumption figure and we achieved 
an average close to 50mpg. 

It has respectable but not rapid 
acceleration and cruises very easily at 
the legal limit on motorways with a 
maximum approaching 140mph. 

The powertrain was smooth and 
quiet even when pushed and the 


brakes were up to keeping it all tied 
down if required but the steering was 
a bit of a loose end with hardly any 
feedback and a big turning circle. 

For its faults the DS 5 still has 
potential to be a good big car if the 
engineers can sort that suspension 
and steering, and bring it anywhere 
near where it should be to take on 
class rivals. 

This is one famous 5 where the 
story should continue.

F ORD is slashing prices of the 
Mondeo and is reducing the 
number of trim levels available 
from seven to five. 

As of November, the Mondeo will 
be available from £19,445 - a cut of 
£2,500. 

Range topping Vignale models are 
being reduced by £3,000 and now 
start from £27,545. 

Ford says that more than 85 per 
cent of Mondeos are driven by 
professionals as a company or lease 
car, meaning that they pay a "benefit 
in kind" tax based on the vehicle's on 
the road price. 

To minimise tax liability, the OTR 
prices of the Mondeo are being 
reduced by £3,000 on Vignale, 
£2,500 on Zetec and ST-Line Editions 
and £2,000 on Titanium Edition. 

The cuts translate into savings of 
up to £720 over three years on a 
Mondeo ST-Line Edition 2.0 TDCi 
150ps, for a 40 per cent tax payer 
plus £300 on the employer's fleet 
National Insurance costs. 

Lease monthly payments for the 


Titanium Edition 2.0 TDCi 150ps five 
door are maintained at £258 over 
three years. 

All five models in the new Mondeo 
range have navigation with an 
eight-inch touchscreen, DAB radios, 
autonomous braking to mitigate or 
avoid low-speed collisions at under 
31 mph, front/rear parking sensors and 
cruise control with speed limiter as 
standard. 

ST-Line models add extra front, rear 
and side body styling, lowered sports 
suspension, start button and darkened 
headliner. 

Privacy glass and 19-inch alloys are 
added on the new ST-Line Edition 
grade. 

Owen Gregory, Ford of Britain fleet 
director, said: "We know Mondeo 
customers want their cars to stand 
out. 

"This has propelled Mondeo drivers 
from core series to distinctly sporty 
and luxury-looking models. 

Mr Gregory said: "Making this 
easier and more affordable takes 
Mondeo into 2018 in style."
